planted vegetable garden? 
This is a 
question 
asked 
by 
many a late starter these days, and 
the answer is 
good. 
Almost all 
of the vegetables can be planted 
with success in late June. 
Some 
of the cool weather leaf 
crops, 
such as lettuce and spinach, w ill 
not do so well, but .almost any of 
the root crops, the vines, etc., will 
thrive. 
Here is a list of vegetables that 
can bo planted even in Ju ly : Kale, 
sweet corn, carrots, bush squash, 
beans, summer and fall radishes, 
celery, cabbage, 
turnips, 
swiss 
chard, beets, 
lettuce 
and 
en­ 
dive; ;md there are no doubt oth­ 
ers. Remember, when sowing late, 
always sow early (quick matur­ 
ing) varieties. 
The thing to remember 
about 
late plantings is the 
length 
of 
their season. 
In some of the ex­ 
treme northern 
climates, 
where 
the season is very short, some of 
these vegetables might not be suc­ 
cessful if an early frost 
gets 
to 
them. 
In practically 
all 
com­ 
munities, however, tin* list may be 
planted with complete 
assurance 
well into Ju ly. 
1 he short season may he com- 


pensated for by forcing your crops 
w ith good care, plenty of moisture 
and plant food. The fact that the 
weather i 
warm w ill cause them 
to germinate quickly, and if fed 
properly, or it planted in a rich 
soil they will make considerably 
faster progress than 
the 
spring 
planted crops. 


Sweet corn is one of the best 
crops to plant late. 
It is a fast 
I grower in warm weather, and al­ 
though an early frost might get the 
’ best of it, the chance of success is 
j well worth your efforts. 
Such 
crops as turnips and squash w ill 
not be affected by a slight frost. 
If you get started very late, you 
can always buy plants of the most 
tender crops, such 
as 
tomatoes 
cabbage 
and 
Brussels 
sprouts! 
Growing them yourself 
in 
little 
boxes is better. 
The garden-minded city dwell­ 
er who leaves his urban home in 
Ju n e and Ju ly for the country or 
lake cottage, where he spends the 
better part of the summer 
and 
early fall, will do well to plant a 
garden even if it docs ('em late. 
For him, there are also many 
varieties ol annuals which bloom 
m a short time, and by buying a 
lew plants to complete a 
color 


scheme or for variety, he can have 
a w ell rounded planting both 
in 
front of and behind the house in 
a remarkable short time. 
If you w ill remember that a late 
planted garden must have extra 
care in order to bring it to matur- 
| lty in a shorter time, your June 
j or Ju ly plantings w ill be success­ 
ful. 
Good cultivation, plenty of 
I moisture and an application of 4 
, pounds of balanced plant food to 
each 100 square feet, are the three 
watchwords.

The various programs have

portant objectives and they do not 
deserve all the criticism

Questions You Ask 
About Moths 


answered by Katharine Fisher 


Director, Good Housekeeping Institute 


Do flying moths eat holes in wools? 
. ,, 
^arvae or little white worms that hatch out of the eggs 
laid by the flying moths that do the damage. The eggs hatch in a few 
days in comfortably warm places, so wools left undisturbed where moths 
can get at them may soon be damaged. 


Hon can winter clothing he protected from moth damage during the summer? 
It can be mothproofed, or fumigated, or sprayed with an insect 
spray and stored where : loths cannot possibly reach it. Or it may be 
stored in a cedar chest. Good laundering and dry cleaning leave wools 
free from moths. If they are stored at once where moths cannot reach 
them, they will be protected against damage. 


How is clothing mothproofed? 


By spraying it with a mothproofing solution 
which makes it distasteful and inedible to moths. 
First brush the clothing well, then spray it thor­ 
oughly. Do not overlook a single spot. Don’t forget 
seams and folds, the undersurface of collars, under 
buttons, in pockets. Every thread must be covered. 
Blankets, sweaters, and other easily washable wopls 
can be immersed (or rinsed) in a solution of a moth­ 
proofing compound available for that purpose. Moth-

of moths. Some dry cleaners and laundries offer a

mothproofing service. 


How are wools fumigated? 
By the use of a fumigant. Fumigants are usually either paradichlo- 
robenzene or naphthalene, and are sold as such or under brand names. 
They give off fumes that kill moths at all stages, provided the fumes 
are strong enough and the moths are exposed to the fumes long enough. 
This can only be done well if plenty of fumigant is used and if the 
fumes are enclosed in a space that is comfortably warm and is practi­ 
cally airtight. 


Can wools be protected well by fumigating them in dresser drawers? 
Not unless they are sprinkled liberally with the fumigant and at 
once wrapped closely and sealed in strong paper to keep the fumes from 
escaping. Wrapped in this way, they may also be laid on shelves.

If ill moths attack clothing and other wools that have been thoroughly 
fumigated? 
Yes. Fumigation does not mothproof wools. Any fumigated wools, 
therefore, must be left stored where moths cannot get at them. 


How can insect sprays protect wools from moth damage? 
These sprays kill the moths or their eggs or larvae when they come 
in contact with them. The spraying, like the fumigation, must be done 
thoroughly. They do not mothproof the wool; therefore, the spraying 
must be repeated regularly if moths are about. Or the wools, after being 
sprayed, must be stored at once where moths cannot get at them. Insect 
sprays are particularly useful for spraying in cracks, along the base­ 
boards, and in any crevices where wool fluff may gather and provide 
food for the hungry moth. Before spraying use your vacuum cleaner tc 
clean the cracks. 


How are cedar chests used to prevent moth damage? 
Cedar chests offef?S$Kiuate protection against moth damage if thej 
are well constructed wftlra high percentage of aromatic cedar wood 
and have tight-fitting covers. Everything stored should be cleaned first 
and the chest should not be opened except to remove something iron.

How are garment hags used to prevent damage? 
If the garments put into bags are not mothproofed, garment bags 
afford protection against moth damage only if garments are free from 
moths when they are put into the bag. Therefore, in using garment 
bags, have the garments freshly laundered, dry-cleaned, thoroughly 
fumigated or sprayed with an insect spray; and put the garments into 
the bag at once before a flying moth can light on them and lay eggs. 
Ti < se bags must, of course, be well made so that moths cannot crawl 
in at any point.

At the time of the depression M 
became evident that economic and 
social problems 
were 
extrem ely 
serious in the 
rural 
areas. 
On 
the heels of the initial months ol 
the depression'cam e 
w idespread 
drought to the m iddle west and 
western states, thereby m agnify­ 
ing the rural economic situation 
Certainly it was necessary to care 
for those families caught in the 
emergency, through relief grant 
Now wc 
arc 
attem pting 
t<> 
meet some of 
these 
doflrienci« 
with certain organized program 
G eneral relief is 
attem pting 
t<» 
provide assistance to those 
(H*r- 
sons or families which are w ith­ 
out necessary resources to provide 
a decent existence. 
WPA is providing work 
relief 
for a variable num ber of 
unem ­ 
ployed workers each month. 
Social security has by legisla­ 
tive enactm ent 
designated 
cer­ 
tain needy groups who, if eligible 
through law and policy, may be 
assisted over an indeffnate period 
of time. 
The Farm Security A dm inistra­ 
tion is to my knowledge one of the 
most important program s set up 
to meet rural 
problems. 
How­ 
ever, by its nature and policy, it 
leans strongly toward the solving 
of economic rather 
that 
social 
problems. 
However, the 
service 
offered in home m anagem ent 
is 
both economic and social in na­ 
ture. 
One of the most difficult‘prob­ 
lems with which social 
welfare 
deals is the shifting of responsibil­ 
ity within the programs. 
This is 
not uncommon, however, in new 
program s which dp not 
have 
a 
body of experience upon which to 
base more 
perm anent 
policies. 
The various programs have 
im­ 
portant objectives and they do not 
deserve all the criticism 
leveled 
at them. 
But the problem now is 
to coordinate 
them 
and 
define 
zones of activity within the social 
w elfare field. 
Perhaps the state’s 
urgent needs should be 
studied, 
perhaps the solution is more ade­

appropriations,

Don’t forget 
seama and folds, the undersurface of collars, under 
buttons, in pockets. Every thread must be covered. 
Blankets, sweaters, and other easily washable wools 
can be immersed (or rinsed) in a solution of a moth­ 
proofing compound available for that purpose. Moth­ 
proofed clothing need not be stored out of the reach 
of moths. Some dry cleaners and laundries offer a 
mothproofing service.
